To Kill Boll Weevils. 


Mr. Steinman, recently of Fay­ 
ette county, now 
a resident of 
Temple, is anxious that the farm­ 
ers of this section adopt a plan of 
killing boll weevils that has been 
successful in the brief time that it 
has bad trial. 
Mr. Steinm an’s theories are ab­ 
solutely 
correct. 
He 
contends 
th*t now, before cold weather scat- 
. ters the weevils, they are all to be 
found an the cotton, and that if all 
those on the cotton are destroyed 
there will be a great deal accom 
{dished. 
Fire is the only known 
way of killing weevils and getting 
them all. 
H is plan is to cut the 
stalks now and to pile them while 
green in windrows. 
The weevils 
jarred off will seek the windrows 
and as soon as the foliage is suffic­ 
iently dry, fire is applied and the 
weevils are killed wholesale. 
The 
idea is to burn before the stalks 
are thoroughly dry, and as soon asi 
the dry leaves, twigs, etc , will! 
produce an intense heat. 
The job of cutting stalks by 
hand would be very slow and stalk 
cutters will not operate while the 
cotton is green. 
To make the plan

turn over to the exchange.

I hat the executive; com­ 
mittee select and make all con­ 
tracts with the sales agents em­ 
ployed and stationed in the dis­ 
tant markets.

That the stockholders shall 
select a board o f 
directors.

T hat said directors shall 
elect an executive committee of

all contracts and transact all busi­ 
ness, subject only to the approval 
of the board of directors.

Great hopes are entertained for 
the ultimate success of the venture 
as other large shippers have agreed 
to the plan, and with their help it 
will certainly be in the hands of 
and under the management of tin 
most competent people in Texas.

T h e R en at* D tscn seed It a n d A m e n d m e n ts 
W ere A dopted . 
Washington, Dec. IO.—In the senate 
Tuesday Mr. Lodge called up the Immi­ 
gration 
bill 
and 
explained that an 
amendment Monday changed the dealg- 
nation of incomers to "allen immi­ 
grants" rendered it necessary to strike 
rom the bill the exemption applying 
to the payment o the head tax to citl* 
yens of the Dominion of Canada, the 
republics of Cuba and Mexico of a Dona 
fide resident of the Dominion or re­ 
publica, and an amendment to that ef­ 
fect was agreed to. 
An amendment by Mr. McCumber, 
(N. D.) was adopted including profes­ 
sional beggars as among those exclud­ 
ed from admission to the United States. 
An amendment by Mr. Hoar (Mans.), 
was agreed to providing for the care­ 
ful inspection of families of aliens who 
already have been admitted and filed 
their preliminary declarations for cit!* 
sc na hi p. 
An amendment offered by Mr. Bailey 
(Tex.) 
was 
adopted providing that 
skilled labor may be imported if labor 
of like kind cannot be found in this 
country. 
The amendment prohibiting the sale 
of liquors in th*- capitol was taken up 
and Mr. Ber Ay (Ark.) declared that the 
capitol was not the proper place to 
run a saloon. 
Mr. Penrose answering him said the 
paragraph was stricken out because the 
committee thought it was not a proper 
place for it. 
Mr. Bailey 
contended 
that 
every 
house of congress had authority to act 
in the matter without a‘ny law of con­ 
gress. 
Mr. Tillman said that he wanted a 
little light on the subject. He had been 
informed that no liquor was sold in 
the, senate end of the capitol. 
‘ The 
house is simply playing a hypocritical 
game before the people," said he, ‘ and 
endeavoring to make the senate attend 
to its morals." 
The amendment striking out the sec­ 
tion was rejected, which has the effect 
of retaining in the bill the clause pro­ 
hibiting the sale of liquor in the cap­ 
itol. 
At the instance of Mr. Penrose the 
senate agreed to a substitute for the 
twenty-first section of the bill, extend­ 
ing to two years the time for the de- 
poration of aliens who become a pub­ 
lic charge. 
The section as amended 
•pecifles lunacy, idiocy and epilepsy, 
and says that aliens afflicted with eith 
trouble shall be presumed to have been 
so affected prior to landing in the Unit­ 
ed States and shall be deported at the 
expense of the transportation compan­ 
ies bringing them in. 
On motion of Mr. McComas the sec­ 
tion of th® bill relating to the exclu­ 
sion of anarchists was amended as to 
make it. provide for the exclusion of 
anarchists who advocate the destruc­ 
tion of the government of the United 
States, or of all government by vio­ 
lence.

The 
circumstances of his death and the 
condition of the stomach lead to the 
belief that death was caused by arseni­ 
cal poisoning. 
Marston came

and 
evidence 
was 
brought forth at the Inquest to show 
that persona in Texas were bitterly op­ 
posed to the importation of the "ne­ 
groes; but Richard Hayden, a young 
negro who accompanied Marston from 
Texas, swore that he did cot know that 
his employer had any enemies. 
It is 
thought the poison may have been con­ 
tained in a bottle of mineral water 
purchased In South McAlester. 
I. T. 
The water remaining in the bottle will 
be analyzed. 
Marston had not been 
subject to sudden sickness and tim e 
is no indication of suicide.
